Bulgaria Resents Bulldozing 
\ by France. 


Berlin Diplomats Think the Quarrel 
Will End in Mischief. 


German Supporters of Bimetallism 
in the Minority. 


Fresh Crop of Revolutions Springing Up 
in Brazil—Fighting at Pernambuco 
—Sixty of the Participants 
Killed or Wounded.

BERLIN, Dec. 19. —[Copyright, 18091, 
by the New York Associaied Press. | 
The view taken id official circles here 
of the quarrel between France and Bul- 
garia is that it will result in mischief. 
A dispatch was received yesterday 
evening from the German Embassy at 
Constantinople containing the sub- 


__|, stance of the protest made to the Grand 


Vizier by Cambon, the French Ambas- 
sador, in which Ribot, the French For- 
eign Minister, accuses the Bulgarian 
government, besides the illegal ¢xpul- 
sion of Cadouine, with insulting the 
French Agent, Lenel, by setting a po- 
lice watch upon his residence, and upon 
one occasion by arresting Lenel himself 
by mistake. Lenel has been suspected 
of secretly giving assistance to Russo- 
Bulgarians. Ribot contends that the 
Porte must now insist that Bulgaria 
apologize and rescind the order of ex- 
pulsion against Chadouine and thus 
wipe out by public official recognition 
the insultto the French agent. The 
Grand Vizier communicated with the 
government at Sofia, and in answer au- 
thorizes expressed vegret that the inci- 
dent had arisen, but declared that they 
would adhere to their right to expel 
Chadouine. The Bulgarian agent at 
Constantinople, in communications ad- 
dressed to the German and Austrian 
embassies couched in most cordial terms 
asserts that his government has strong 
proof that the French residence has 
been made the focus of plots against 
Stambouloff, the Bulgarian Prime Min- 
ister. 

The opinion expressed in diplomatic 
circles in Berlin is entirely against 
Ribot. It is not expected that he will 


venture to refer. the dispute to the: Ber- 
lin treaty powers. He wilt provany 


bully Bulgaria in order to please Russia 
and keep the quarrel standing open un- 
til an opportune moment arrives for be- 
ginning active hostilities. 

OPPOSED TO BIMETALLISM. : 

The debates in the Reichstag have 
disclosed the weakness of the support- 
ers of bimetallism. Count Merbach 
and Baron Kirdoff alluded to the ques- 
tion of the remonetization of silver as 
intimately connected with the grain 
tariffs, but the house concurred in the 
opinion of Chancellor Caprivi, who said 
that it was superfluous to discuss the 


: | topic. 


The attitude of the government upon 
the question of bimetallism continues 
one of waiting. When William Selig- 
man, who was sent to Europe as a rep- 
resentative of the United States Treas- 
ury Department for the purpose of ar- 
ranging an international conference, 
was here sounding the gqvernment, 
Chancellor von Caprivi stated that the 
action of Germany and England would 
depend upon the currency developments 
in Washington. Herr Miquel, Imperial 
Minister of Finamnte, isa strong gold 
partisan. Secretary von Marshall, al- 
though a strong bimetallist, will only act 
jointly with Engiand for discussion of 
the subject. 

The resumption of specie payments 
in Austria-Hungary on a gold basis is re- 
The treasury already 
holds 150,000,000 florins in gold, and 
the total amount required to effect the 
resumption is 250,000,000. Part of 
this sum can be met by retention by the 
government of a portion of the notes 
now in circulation.

FRESH TROUBLE IN BRAZIL. 
tionary Outbreaks—Fighting in the 
Streets of Pernambuco, 

Rio Janerro, Dec. 19.—| By Cable and 
Associated Press.| News was received 
today that a revolution had broken out 
in Espirito Santo, one of the maritime 
provinces of Brazil, and that the insur- 
gents have succeeded in deposing the 
vice-governor from office. The situa- 
tron inthe province of Bahia, which 
bounds Espirito Santo on the north, is 
also critical. 

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—A dispatch from 
Pernambuco states that a popular up- 
rising occurred in that city today 
against the governor of the province. 


Troops were called out and a sharp fight | 


followed. It is reported that sixty per- 
sons were killed or wounded. It is also 
stated that the governor resigned and 
quiet was almost immediately restored. 
After the restoration of order members 
of the Junta were cheered by the peo- 
ple as they passed along the streets.

Clarkson Says Elkins is a Supporter 
of Harrison. 


Louisiana Politics Mixed—The Democracy 
Divided on the Lottery—Repub- 
licans May Split on the 
Old Color Line.

Clarkson of the Republican National 


Committee this morning gave what he 
alleged to be President Harrison’s rea- 
sons for the appointment of Stephen B.

“Elkins has been a Harrison man 
since before the nomination of the 
President.’’ said Clarkson, ‘‘and had he 
at that time had a permanent residence 
he would have been one of the original 
members of the Cabinet. Contrary to 
popular belief Elkins led the Harrison 
forces at the convention, and he was 
the brain, energy and electricity of 
Harrison’s supporters and he carried 


with him promises made by Harrison..

theless true,’’ 

A, L. Conger, Republican national 
committeeman from Ohio, this morning 
fenied the story sent from Minneapolis 
that the National Committee would 
select a candidate for President and the 
convention would have nothing to do 
with the nomination. 

Conger said, however, that he felt 
certain Blaine would be nominated. 
Emmons Blaine and Gen. Russell A. Al- 
ger had a long talk with Conger this 
afternoon. 

A meeting of presidents and secre- 
taries of State Republican League Clubs 
was held this morning. James 5S. Clark- 
son, president of the National League of 
Republican Clubs, presided. The 
States of Illinois, Iowa, Ohio, Indiana, 
Kansas, Nebraska and Minnesota were 
represented. The meeting was with 
closed doors, but it was learned that the 
session was deyotsd to matters pertain- 
ing to the dissemination of literature 


during the next campaign. It is 
intended to make an_ unusually 
strong and prominent feature of 
this work. One of the most 


important branches of it wilF be the 
collection of figures and statistics to 
prove that prices since the McKinley 
bill passed are made lower instead of 


higher. 


When the meeting adjourned this 
evening the delegates denied that such 
atopic as candidates was discussed, 
although there was much Blaine talk 
around the hotel lobbies. Clarkson was 
authorized to appoint a” committee to 
prepare some literature for distribution 
which will deal particularly with the 
arguments advanced by various farmers’ 
organizations and all who do not hold 
orthodox Republican views.

ready Pistol Pulled. 

New Orveans, Dec. 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|] In view of the dissen- 
sions in the Democratic party the Re- 
publicans are extremely active ana con- 
sider their chances good. The State 
Central Committee held a meeting to- 
day but also developed factions; one 
composed of straight-out white Kepub- 
licans, with a few colored men 
led by Ex-Gov. Warmouth; the other 
comprising leading colored Republicans, 
led by J. Madison Vance. It was decided 
to calla State convention to nominate 
a ticket, and all went well until the 
election came to fill vacancies on the 
committee for the State at large, which 
went in favor of the anti-Warmouth 
men. While the vote was being taken, 
Warmouth and a number of his friends, 
including United States Marshal Don- 
nelly left the hall. Asthey were going 
out some one made an offensive remark, 
and drew a revolver, but was prevented 
by friends from shooting. 

The committee then elected an anti- 
lottery man as secretary, and, after 
adopting resolutions indorsing Harri- 
son’s administration, adjourned. 

Baton Rovee (La:,) Dec. 19.—The 
Democratic State Convention met this 
morning and adopted the report of the 
Committee. on Resolutions.

The Herald's special from Valparaiso 
says: ‘*The Chilean government today, 
notwithstanding Minister Matta’s re- 
cent statement that no claims were be- 
ing paid to foreign powers, turned over 
£1000 to the German Minister, 
Gutschmidt, for the detention of the 
steamer Romulus in March last by Bal- 
maceda’s order. 

‘‘Matta sent a letter to Minister Egan 
yesterday stating that reports had 
reached him unofficially that Egan had 
asserted that he had information that 
the American legation would, be fired. 
Matta asks for the name of inform- 
ant and ful! data, and adds that the 


‘Chilean government will take the ut- 


most measures to protect the American 
legation. It appears that throughout 
all the trouble between Chile and Amer- 
ica Egan's dispatches have been based 
entirely on cabled orders of the United 
States administration.

PREPARING FOR, WAR. 


Arrangements to Utilize the Merchant 
Marine if Necessary. 

New York, Dec. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Active preparations for 
war still continue inthe Navy Deprrt- 
ment. Steps are now being taken to 
secure the most available vessels in the 
merchant marine for possible service in 
Chilean waters. Arrangements have 
been made in New York and San Fran- 
cisco to charter, if necessary, of from 


ports and colliers. The preparations 
as far as regular naval vessels are con- 
cerned have been made as complete as 
possible. The Bureau of Naval Intelli- 
gence, acting under instructions, has 
prepared a list of merchant vessels 
available in case war is declared. On 
the Pacific Coast there are 217 steam 
vessels and 285 sailing vessels of above 
200 tons register. The agregate ton- 
nage is, steam, 156,000 tons; sailing, 
209,000 tons. 

It is likely Pacific Coast véisels will be 
first sought after, and communication 
has already been had with one large 
ship owner in San Francisco. 

Activity is also displayed in the War 
Department. An informal consultation 
has taken place between army and 
navy officials astothe codéperation of 
the two forces in the event of trouble. 
It has been represented that the' army 
will be able to furnished on short notice 
150,000 men for transportation, either 
from San Francisco or Galveston. 
Naval officials say that fully this num- 
ber of men will be required. 


The Monterey and Miantonomah,. 
Wasuixctox, Dec. 19.—Naval officials 
state that work is being pushed as fast 
as possible on the equipment of the 
Monterey, and that the first lot of 
armor plates turned out will be sent to 
the Pacific Coast. It is expected the 
delivery will begin by the end of the 
month. Cramp & Sons state that they 
are prepared to furnish two rapid-fire 
guns per day in the way of battery.

“THE BIG THREE.” 


Their Operations in the Chicago 
Stock-yards Deal. 


Alleged “Fake” Suit Brought by a 

Foreign Stockholder—Fresh Liti- 

gation Arises and Ugly 
Charges are Mades

By Tategranh to The Times, 

New York, Dec. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The old Union Stock- 
yards Company of Chicago was bought 
out early in 1890 by English promoters 
known as the City of London Contract 


‘Corporation, that company purchasing 


150,000 shares of stock, aggregating 
$13,000,000 par value, paying for 
them something in excess of par. The 
company then reorganized under the 
laws of New Jersey, having a capital 
stock and outstanding mortgage bonds 
aggregating ¢23,000,000. Since then 
it’s been in much trouble. The public 
subscribed very sparingly, it is said, 
and the underwriters were loaded with 
securities. Armour, Swift and Morris, 
known as the ‘‘Big Three,’’ were heavy 
holders in the old company and sold out 
to the English syndicate at $150 per 
share. 

No sooner was the new company an 
accomplished fact than the “Big 
Three,’’ being no longer interested in 
dividends, awoke to the fact that they 
were paying excessive rates for track- 
age, yardage, feed,etc. Inconsequence 
they bought 4000 acres of -land at Tol- 
leston, Ind., and announced that they 
proposed to remove to that point. 
Furthermore, they purchased three 
acres contiguous to their packing houses 
in Chicago and shortly after filed suits 
there to compel the Stock-yards Com- 
pany to permit to be delivered over its 
tracks direct Jive-stock consigned to 
them without handling by the Stock- 
yard Company. This was with a view 
to avoiding paying yardage, etc. 

The New Jersey company with $23,- 
000,000 liabilities found itself in the 
dilemma of losing the ‘‘Big Three’’ bus- 
iness or dividing with them part of the 
income. The latter course was pursued 
and the company made a contract with 
the ‘‘Big Three’’ by which, in effect, 
the latter deeded the Stock-yards Com- 
pany their three acres at the yards, 
said to be worth $50,000; 1000 acres 
at Tolleston, said to have cost $100,- 


000; dismissed the suits and continued 


business at the old yards. For all this 
the New Jersey company agreed to pay 
$3,000,000, partly in cash and partly 


in bonds. 


No sooner was this agreement made 
than Mr. Ellerman of London, a stock- 
holder in the company, filed a bill 
against the New Jersey company and 
the: ‘Big Three” forthe purpose of hav- 
ing the contract declared illegal. The 

Vice-Chancellor in New Jersey yester- 
day décided in favor of the legality of 
the contract. 

Today fourteen suits were instituted, 
some inthe United States court and 
othersin the New Jerseycourt. The new 


| plaintiffs include all of the packers at 


the yards except the ‘Big Three,’’ and 
their business is said to aggeegate 
$100,000,000 annually. An ap 
plication for an injunction to prevent 
the carrying out of the $3,000,000 
contract was made to Chancellor Mc- 
Gill of New Jersey this morning, and at 
noon today he entered an enjoining 
order restraining the parties to the con- 
tract from consummating it. The in- 
junction was served upon the New Jer- 
sey company at once. The new suits 
make startlingallegations. They allege 
that the Ellerman syjt was collusive 
and filed by one in cloSe business rela- 
tions with the London Contract Corpora- 
tion; that it was brought really to have 
the contract sustained; that it was in- 
geniously devised to suppress the truth; 
that the $3,000,000 contract is a mere 
illegal device to create a prohibited 
discrimination contrary to the express 


statutes of Illinois, New Jersey and the 


United States. The New Jersey com- 
pany is vigorously attacked as being a 
trust and combination and an unlawful 
corporate entity, organized to deal in 
the stock of any othercompany, a prac- 
tice frowned upon in recent trust deci- 
sions of the various courts.

A Railroad Raid on a Water Front- 
age. 

The action of the Southern Pacific 

Railroad Company in attempting to 

gobble up all of the remaining frontage 


suitable for wharves at San Pedro 


seems to be entirely inexcusable. It is 
a movement not only against the inter- 
ests of San Pedro but an effort to bring 
under the baneful control of monopoly 


virtually all the traffic which passes 


through that port. In a question of 


this kind the merchants and the citizens 
of Los Angeles county are deeply inter-. 


ested. 

San Pedro and the shipping interests 
represents have suffered 
enough from the blighting methods of 
the Southern Pacific monopoly in years 
gone by. It was the Southern Pacific 
which in former times insisted on main- 
taining its wharf at Wilmington witha 
system cf lighterage up the long channel 
fifty years behind the times, and im- 
posing a needless tax on our com- 
mercial interests of from $100,000 to 
$250,000 a year, When commerce 
tried to crawl out from under this bur- 
den by bringing ship and rail together 
at Santa Monica it was the Southern 
Pacific that squeezed out the new enter- 
prise, bought it up, destroyed the wharf 
and relegated everything to the old 
lighterage system again. Not until a 
powerful competitor came, in the 
Santa Fé Company, which established 
superior facilities for trans-shipment 
at San Diego, and began to bid for 
the businegs of-Los Angeles by that out- 
let, did the Southern Pacific feel im- 
pelled to improve its works at San Pedro 
and make the best use of the harbor. 
Then it was that the wharves were built 
alongside the channel and the lighters 
were, in a great measure, thrown aside. 

The Southern Pacific controls 83000 
feet of water frontage at San Pedro, 
which was abundant for its business 
three years ago, when it handled three 
times as mug) freight there as it does 
now, It has all of the wharfage that is 
in use at San Pedro except some pri- 
vate wharves owned by various lumber 
firms. 

Adjoining the Southern Pacific wharf 
on the south there is an unimproved 
frontage of .1000 feet, which was 
granted to Charles Crocker by the 
Board of Supervisors August 3, 1881, 
but which lapsed for want of improve- 
ment, and is now controlled by the San 
Pedro Board of Trustees. Section 
2919 of the Political Code, which reg- 
ulates these matters, isin part as fol- 
lows: 

Nor does authority to construct a wharf, 


chute or pier continue fora longer period 
than two years, unless the same. is within 


‘that time completed. 


It is under this provision that the San 
Pedro Trustees claim the control of the 
frontage in question. 

Recently the Trustees concluded to 
build a wharf at this point, which is 
opposite the wharf of the Terminal 
Railway on Rattlesnake Island, the ob- 
ject being to establish a ferry across 
the channel. As soon as the Southern 
Pacific authorities learned of this in- 
tention they moved a pile-driver down

Subsequentiy a public meeting was 
held, attended by 300 or more citizens 
of the place, and the action of the Trus- 
tees was indorsed. The injunction case 
will came before Judge Shaw fora hear- 
ing tomorrow.

White, Esq., and Cheney & Cronin, and 
they propose to make a strong fight for 
their rights.

and will carry the case to the Supreme

POLICE BUSINESS, 


Chief Glass Presents His Annual 
Report. 
What Has Been Accomplished During 
the Past Twelve Months, 


Recommendations and Suggéstions 
Offered for Improvements. 


More Men Required, a Larger Station 
and City Jail, a Branch Station 
and Better Equipments and 
Uniforms Required, 


Chief Glass has filed his annual re- 
port of the operations ef the police de- 
partment for. the:past year. The,ex- 
hibit isa very favorable one, and in- 
dicates a high order of efficiency 
throughout. Chief Glass makes quite a 
number of recommendations, and offers 
several suggestions, which are as fol- 
lows: 

MORE MEN NEEDED. 

Upon consulting the roster it will be ob. 
served thatthe maximum number of the 
police force, including the matron, is 75. 
Deduct from this number Chief, captain, 
secretary, three sergeants, three clerks, 
bailiff, two jailers, four detectives, two 
drivers of patrol wagon, matron, three 
men on street crossings and five mounted 
oficers and we have left but forty-eight 
patrolmen, to be divided into three squads, 
or watches, each watch expected to patrol 
this city of 65,000 to 70,000 population, 
and having an area of fully thirty-six square 
miles. 


the forces of the other principal cities of 
the United States, in proportion to popula- 
tion, and in this respect it is inadequate to 
the proper discharge of the duties required 
of it, and I most heartily recommend that 
there be an increase of atleast ten patrol- 
men, and that the mounted force be also 
-increased. At present we have but five 
mounted officers, while the ordinance au- 
thorizes six, but a substantial increase 
above the latter number‘is desirable, for 
mounted officers can patrol the outlying 
and hilly portions of the city ina more 
satisfactory manner than can be done by 
footmen, 
. During the fiscal ers just closed four of- 
ficers have resigned, three have died, and 
four have been removed for cause, makin 
atotal of eleven changes. Two of the of- 
ficers who died were of the oldest members 
of the force, and the remaining officers of 
advanced years are much more liable to be 
unfit for duty because of sickness than the 
younger men. Theduties required of a po- 
lice officer and the exposure he is subjected 
to are too great to be put upon old men, and 
I suggest that the present regulations in re- 
gard to the appointment of officers be so 
amended that men, to be eligible, must not 
only be fully upto the present requirements 
of height, weight, etc., but must be between 
the ages of 25 and 35 years of age. 
: ARMS, EQUIPMENTS AND UNIFORMS. . 
- In regard to equipments, the police regu. 
lations require that each officer shall carry 
a club, revolver and handcuffs. The city 
furnishes a rosewood club and leather belt, 
but the handcuffs and revolvers are the 
private property of the officers, and are of 
the make and style of individual fancy. I 
suggest thatthe city furnish each officer 
with a baton, revolver, handcuffs, police 


whistle, fire key, all of uniform 
make and size, and a _ (first-class re- 
peating rifle (that would be worth 


more than ali the other weapons in 


As will be seen by consulting ex-. 
hibit our force is much smaller than 


case of rlot,) the said arms to be owned by. 


the city,and thateach officer be required 
to deposit their cost, when issued, and that 
the-deposit be refunded when the officer 
retires from the force, provided they are 
returned in good order, less use. We. have 
a rifle corps of sixteen men, who voluntar- 
ily armed themselves with Winchester 
rifles. and the commendable degree of ef- 
ficiency inthe use of their weapons that 
they have attained is a stcong argument ih 
favor of arming the whole force in a like 
manner. 

The officers have been drilled each week 
in military tactics, and have monthly been 
subjected to rigid inspection, and they 
have much improved in discipline since my 
last report, and if your honorable body 
willarm the force in the manner above 
suggested and furnish ammunition for reg- 
lar practice, as is done in the regular army, 
we cah have a police department in this 
city that will be equal in efficiency to any 
department of like number in the world. 

To properly uniform the force is a mat- 
ter of great importance. I respectfully 
suggest that the material for the uniforms 
be purchased by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, and that competent tailors be 
employed to make the uniforms in our own 
city, as the uniforms secured from the 
East have proven very unsatisfactory, be. 
cause of poor material and faulty work, 
and each officer should be compelled to 
purchase adress and fatigue uniform each 
year, which plan would result in perfect 
uniformity of dress, and be a great saving 
to the men. 

HEADQUARTERS AND JAIL TOO SMALL. 

The police headquarters and City Jail are 
entirely too small, and are in a veryoor 
condition, and, if they are to be continuedin 
use, in the interest of humanity and public 
safety Learnestly recommend that some 
changes be made atonce. The jail should 
be made more secure, for as it now is Ido 
not consider it a safe place to detain hard- 
ened criminals. Separate apartments 
should be provided for females and juven- 
prisoners, so that they would not come 
in contact with old and hardened criminals, 
and I find that the State law demands this. 
Apartments for the matron should be pro- 
vided inthe building, so that she might 
always be in attendance to search females 
arrested, to take charge of sick women and 
children, and to supervise work that the 
female prisoners might then be required to 
do, such as mending blankets, the clothing 
of the other prisoners, etc. A suitable 


omy place for the detention of witnesses should 


be provided, and’ "ind that this “ts 
aiso demanded by the State law. The 
whole sewer system of the jail and police 
headquarters should be reconstructed. Ev- 
ery room in use by the police department, 
the Police Court rooms and every corridor 
and cellin the jail is almost continually 
filled with sewer gas, andthe stench’ is so 
great at times as to almost prevent the use 
ofthem., It might be possible to make 
some of the changes required by addinga 
second story to the jail, but the whole 
building is so poorly planned and con- 
structed and the space is so limited that I 
earnestly recommend that it be sold, and 
that the plan recently discussed by your 
honorable body be at once adopted anda 
building suitable for the Police Courts, the 
police department, a receiving hospital and 
a roomy and substantial modern jail be 
built upon the grounds adjoining the City 
Hall. Ina well-regulated police depart- 
ment the central station should also. con. 
tain, in addition to the apartments above 
referred to, an armory and drill-hall, gym- 
nasium, bath-rooms and other Sanitary im- 
provements, and, above all, a dormitory, 
where a portion of the foree no t 
could be held in reserve. Wain: 

A branch police station is also very much 
needed in the southern part of the city 
and I suggest the corner of Main and Wash- 
ington streets, or the corner of Figueroa 
and Washington streets, as a suitable loca- 
tion for the same. 

PATROL WAGON AND AMBULANCE.

The discussion of the use of ambulances 
brings to my minda matter that I wish to 
call to the most earnest attention of your 
I refer tothe faulty and 
dangerous construction of some of the 
street-cars in use inthis city, and the very 


dangerous rate of speed with which they 


ruh through some of our streets. Some of 
the new electric cars, in particular, have no 
fender or other protection in front of the 
wheels, and a party falling on the track be- 
fore them would certainly be ground to 
pieces. Some of the said cars are some- 
times run ata speed two orthree times as 
great. as should be permitted. If this mat- 
ter does not receive prompt attention I be- 
lieve it will yet be the cause of serious acci- 
dents. 
POLICE TELEGRAPH. 

Police telegraph or telephone boxes 
would be very important adjuncts to our 
department. For some months past some 
of our citizens have kindly permitted the 
officers to use their private telephones, but 
the said telephones are not in the right 
places, agdin the night time, when most 
needed, many of them are locked up, so 
that the larger proportion of our patrol- 

en have no means of reporting or commu- 

icating with ‘Néadquarters. 
be provided a sufficient number of boxes, 
located at or contiguous to the junction of 
beats, to enable every officer to report at 
least once an hour. The boxes should be 
kept locked, all of the officers provided with 
keys and, as in the case with fire-alarm 
boxes, citizens living near should also be 
provided with keys, so that they could use 
them in case of an emergency. 

MISCELLANEOUS DUTIES. 

I wish to call the attention of your honor. 
able body particularly to some of the ex- 
hibits in the within report: 

Exhibit**A"' shows that in addition to 1209 
lodgers accommodated, insane persons ap- 
prehended, persons brought to the receiv- 
ing hospital for medical treatment, lost 
children returned to their parents, etc., 
the police department has during the fiscal 
year made 2530 arrests, and of these the 
very great number of 1969 have been con- 


victed of the offense charged, 51 convicted 


of lesser offenses, 54 held to answer in 
felony charges, 23 convicted of felony and 
sentto Folsom or San Quentin and 22 
casea are pending. The securing of such a 
very high percentage of convfctions shows 
very thorough work by the officers. 

Exhibit ‘‘C’’ shows thatin the year just 
closed lost and stolen property to the very 
large amount of $42,167 was reported to 
the department, and that we recovered 
property ot the value of $30,386.75, 
which I believe I can justly claim is a very 
creditable showing. 

In a large proportion of the cases men 


_uoned in exhibit '‘B" the arrests were made 


a the detectives, and it was through their 
efforts that most of the stolen property was 
recovered. Itake pleasure in mentioning 
the work done by the members of the de- 
tective department. They have been very 
energetic and efficient. Their hours are 
long and their duties extra hazardous and 
require extra skill, and I urge and hope 
that your honorable body will increase 
their pay, so thatit may be more nearly in 
proportion tothe duties performed, The 
secretary is also very poorly paid. His re- 
sponsibilities and duties demand a much 
larger salary than he now receives. 

Exhibit “E" contains a large amount of 
valuable information, showing, among 
other things, that the chain gang per- 
formed 5197 days’ work during the year. 

Exhibit ‘‘H'’ shows that during the year 
there were furnished to the prisoners in 
the City Jail 51,335 meals. It also shows 
what would have been the cost under the 
old plan of having the meals furnished by 
a restaurant and the cost where the cook- 
ing is donein the jail by the prisoners, and 
shows that by the adoption of the latter 
method there has been saved to the city 
the very considerable sum of $1967.10. 

Exhibit “I'' shows that $10,091.25 was 
paid in finesin the police courts. 

THE LAWS ENFORCED. 

It has been the aim of the police depart- 
ment, under the instructions of the Board 
of Police Commissioners, to rigidly enforce 
the lawsin regard to gambling, and I be- 
lieve that the city is now more free from 
this vice than ever before. There is now 
no open or notorious percentage games, or 
games that under the law is gambling, 
carried on in the city of Los Angeles. 
There are some (too many) poker games 
kept running in the rear of cigar stores 
and saloons, and they do great damage to 
the young men of this city and furnish a 
living for a lot of wretches who are too 
lazy to‘work, but under the laws. of the 
State neither the parties conducting the 
said games nor the parties playing at them 
can be convicted of ‘‘gambling,’’ "5 

Lottery. gambling is not easily eradi- 
cated. Arrests are made under great dif- 
ficulty, andit is still more difficult to secure 
aconyiction. Nevertheless, the number of 
Chinese lotteries drawn in this eity, and 
the number of places where Chinese and 
other lottery tickets are sold, ha§ been 
greatly reduced in the past vear. 

The number of pawnbrokers and other 


dealers in second-hand goods has _ in- 
creased since my last report, but 
their shops are at all times lia- 


ble to police inspection, and are almost 
daily visited by the detectives, and I believe 
that comparatively few of the proprietors 
would knowingly purchase stolen goods. 

The houses of prostitution and the num- 
bers of inmates thereof remain about as at 
the time of my last report, but war has 
been made on the pimps, and I believe that 
there are now less of those vile beings in 
this city than at any other time in years 

ast. 
r One very serious cause of annoyance and 
danger to the residents of this city is yearly 
growing: Each winter brings us an in- 
creased number of burglars, safe-blowers 
and other skilful thieves from the large 
citles of the East and from San Francisco. 
The police, however, have recently made 
some important arrests and convictions of 
Eastern “crooks,’’ and I believe that we 
will hold them in check, 

PERFORMED BY THE REGULAR EBORCE. 

And now, gentlemen, I wish td call your 
attention to the fact that the police work in 
this city in the past year has been done by 
the regular force. Not one dollar has been 
expended for special officers on election or 
legal holidays, or for other occasion. 
and at the end of the yearI feel I can say 
with pride that in freedom from vice and 
crime our city of Los Angeles will compare 
favorably with any city in the land, in 


which opinion I believe that you, gentle: 


men of the Council, willconcur. 

In conclusion I feel like saying that police 
officers almost daily find very unpleasant du- 
ties to perform, made more unpleasant by 
the knowledge that’ while human nature re- 
mains unchanged, and society constituted 
as itis, no police department, no matter how 
So long 
as the police continue to make a consider- 
able number of arrests so long will there 
be a considerable number’ of people who 
are not friendly to the department, and 
who will criticise and magnify its short- 
comings whenever an opportunity offers. 
But while popularity, as it is commonly 
understood, the police noed not hope to at- 
tain, itis important that they give satis- 
faction to and have the good will and 


support of the right-thinking and law-abid- 


ing people of the community, and this I 
trust and believe has been accomplished by 
the police department of the-city. While 
maintaining a strict, but I think not unrea- 
sonable, discipline, I have earnestly endeav- 
ored to avoid all favoritism and to treat 
every officer with due consideration. I de- 
sire to thank all the officers for their many 
efforts to make my part of our common 
work as little unpleasant as possible, and I 
gladly record my acknowledgement of the 
faithful service they have rendered our 
citv. Ialsowishto express my thanks to 
His Honor, Mayor Hazard, tothe gentlemen 
of the Police Commission, and to you, gen- 
tlemen of the City Council, for all the cour- 
tesies received during my connection with 
the police department of Los Angeles.

The - City Council Convenes in 
Regular Session. 


Two Years’ Contract for Lighting 
the Streets Awarded.

City Council met yesterday afternoon in 
regular session, President Lukens in the 
chair and all the trustees present. 

The minutes of the last previous meeting 
were read and approved. ‘ 

An amended bill of Estes & Lauriat of 
Boston of $882.52 for books for the public 
library was approved and ordered paid. 

A special committee, consisting of City 
Attorney Arthur and Trustees Clarke and 
Simpson, recommended that the claim of 
the First National Bank of Pasadena for 
$336.86 rebate on taxes be allowed. The 
recommendation was adopted, it being pro- 
vided that the money be not paid until 
after the collection of next year’s taxes and 
that provision be made for the same in the 
levy for next year. 

A paper was submitted, signed by a num- 
ber of property-holders, calling attention 
to the petition presented to the County 
Supervisors asking the county to pur- 
chase the bridge across the arroyo on the 
road leading from Pasadénato Linda Vista, 
and make the same a public highway, and 

raying that as three-fourths of said bridge 

ies within the city of Pasadena a commit- 
tee be appointed to confer with a commit- 
tee appointed by the Supervisors and the 
Pasadena Park Tract Land and Water Com- 

any to take into consideration the advisa- 
bility of joining with the county in the 
purchase of the bridge and making the 
same a public highway. On motion the 
board resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole to act as above indicated. 

Justis Brockway called the board's atten- 
tion to the bad condition of the gutter on 
the west side of Marengo avenue, between 
Colorado and Kansas streets. The Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys was instructed 
to investigate the matter, with power to 
act. 

The clerk was instructed not to return 
any certified checks deposited by house- 
movers until so ordered by the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys. 

The bids for lighting the streets were 
opened and read. Buttwo had been sub- 
mitted, both made by the Pasadena Electric 
,Light and Power Company as follows: 

One year contract, 12 o'clock moonlight 

schedule forty lamps, 50 cents each per 
night, or $12.50 each per month; forty- 
five lamps, 48 cents each per night, or $12 
per month; fifty lamps, 46 cents each per 
night, or $11.50 per month. 
Two years’ contract—Forty lamps, 48 
cents each per night or $12 each per 
month; forty-tive lamps,46 cents per night 
or $11.50 per month; fifty lamps, 43 cents 
per night or $10.75 per month. 

The average number of nights in which 
lamps are required per month is twenty- 
five. It was decided to accept the two 
years’ contract for fifty lamps at 43 cents 
each per night, and the attorney was in- 
structed to draw up the contract. 

A numerously-signed petition was pre. 
sented, requesting that anelectric light be 
placed along the line of Grand avenue at or 
near the Arroyo Vista drive. Referred to 
the Committee on.Fire and Water. 

The syndicate owning the lot corner 
Colorado street and Pasadena avenue was 
granted permission to withdraw its propo. 
sition made some time ago to donate the 
property to the city. 

Waldo M. York was granted a rebate of 
$3.56 on taxes. 

The Auditing Committee reported the 
auditing of a numberof bills and the same 
were ordered paid. af 

The meeting then adjourned. 

PRESENCE OF MIND SAVES A HOUSE. 

f Between 4 and 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon an alarm of fire was sounded from the 
engine house on Dayton street. The re- 
port quickly spread that Judge H. H. Rose's 
residence on Grand avenue was in flames 
and excitement for the time ran high. Ev- 
erybody who had an available vehicle of 
any kind wended their ways westward. 
Meanwhile, a portion of the fire departinent 
became impressed with the idea that it was 
Prof, T. S. C. Lowe's residence on Orange 
Grove avenue, and while the hook-and-lad- 
der trucks went to Judge Rose’s the 
steamer and hose cart migrated further 
souti.ward, to Prof. Lowe's.

The we Danses. 

Lake Waughbunseey is about thirty miles 
sonth of Coureil Biuffs, as the crow flies, 
and two or three miles exst of a small sta- 
tion. (Bertiette) on the ‘R. The east 
shore of the Inke is bordered by high binffs, 
the margin being shaded by drooping wil- 
low, ash and onk, underneath whose shace 
there is a thick growth of rushes, sweet 
fing and rel stemmed smartweed, which 
makes spiendid feeding ground early in 
the fail for wood duek or teal, but later, 
when the shooting becomes general, they 
leave the shore for new feeling pinces far- 
ther out in the luke among the busbels of 
sinartweed, wild celery and other tende 
aquatic plants. 

At night the ever gregarious teal and 
woo! dack wil! coliect xround some large 
rat house to partake of a rich supper of 
celery aud other tender roots and plants 
brougi:t to the surface by the industrious 
rats. Mallarda, too, get their share of the 
edibles and keep up acontinuous quacking 
throughout the night. The west shore of 
this lake is bordered by prairie grass, 
slough, red twigged maples and littlesilver 
twigged willow. On these boggy bottoms 
ts the home of those palatable and sprightly 

little grallateres known to gunuers as jack- 
ships, tiptail, yeliow legs, etc. 

Fartber over in the fleids are qnail in 
great abundance, but the tall grass and 
weeds are hurd to pull through and make 
this kind cf bunting rather laborious; 
however, over there in the woods to the 
east, the quail and squirrel shooting is very 
good, and oue is now andl then rewarded by 
bagging a pheasant. There is no trouble 
about securing boats at this lake.—Omakla 


Muskrat Hauees. 

Next tothe beaver the muskrat is one 
of the most ingenious of rodents in the 
construction of its houses and its mode of 
life and habits are very interesting. They 
select the low river marsh lands at their 
dweilinug piace, and there they build their 
homes. A location is preferred which is 
flooded at high tide, but which is clear of 
water at low ebb; und every creck and al- 
most every little inlet tothe river affords 
innumerable positions that are favorable. 
After determiuing upon the exact position 
of their house the rats burrow leads or 
miniature tunoels from the water’s edge 
at low tide to the spot upon which the 
honse it to he erected. Tuey then set 
about collecting material for their dwell- 
ing. The tall canes and coarse marsh 

are out down. and pulled in place, 
and the marsh mud is used asakind of 
mortar. A large circular foundation is 
laid, and the ground floor arranyed on a 
level with the leads. . 

This completed, an upward lead is made 
like aspiral stairway to the second fwor, 
which is made into a room siinilar to. the 
first, but of less circumference. A third 
and sometimes a fourth Goor is built with 
the spiral lead running from thé level of 
the marsh tothe top of the hoase, each 
succeeding room being of somewhat less 
diameter, up to the reof or dome, which 
acts as a watershed. The height of ench 
floor from the level of the marsh is regu!- 
ated by the successive heights reached by 
the tide, the top floor heing always higher 
than the hizhest watermark at flood tide.

The picee went into gen- 
eral use in Germany, andalso in Denmark, 
where the orthography was changed to 
“daler,’”’ whence it came into English, and 
was adopted by our forefathers with some 
changes in the spelling.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

THEIR TRICKS,.

_ Mice, probably, than any other man in 

this country. As he spoke he took a 
cunning little mouse, white as snow, 
from his coat pocket and put it’ on his 
shoulder.

‘Do they never bite you?’’ I asked, 
as Mr. Senn again took the mouse in his 
hand.

-THE COURTS. 


The. Lem You Jury Finally 
Discharged. 


One of the Jurymen Comes Out 
with Some Plain Talk. 


Another Decision Upholding the 
Sunday-closing Ordinance. 


Sensational Assault to Murder Case on 
Trial Before Judge Smith — Di- 
vorce Suits on Hearing—Gen-~ 
eral Court Mention. | 


The jury in the Lem You perjury 
case, after having been out for twenty- 
six hours, was calledintocourt by Judge 
McKinley at 38:45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and discharged, there being 
no possibility of anagreement. , 

The jurors had been called in at 10 
o’clock, when it was learned that they 
were divided upon a question of fact 
only, whereupon they were remanded 
to the custody of the Sheriff for further 
deliberation, Upon being calledin at 
3:45 o'clock, however, the foreman an- 
nounced that they stood 10 to 2 in fa- 
vor of conviction, and each on being 
questioned by the Court asserted his 
belief that there was no prospect of an 
agreement. 

Judge McKinley remarked that he 
could not see any reason why the 
jurors should not agree in view of the 
evidence which had been submitted to 
them, except that there had been such 
wholesale perjury in the Wong Ark 
case that the jurors were averse to 
single de- 
fendant. The jury was then ordered 
discharged by the Court. 

Before leaving the +jury box Juror R, 
E. Paulson arose and asked leave to ad- 
dress the Court on the subject of the di- 
vision. 

Judge McKinley at once granted his 
request, and Mr. Paulson stated that he 
was confident from the verbal evidence 
adduced in the jury room that the two 
dissenting members of the jury were 
prejudiced before the case was tried. 
He made his statement, he said, in all 
candor and not in anger. 

O. G. Weyse, one of the dissenting 
jurors, at once rose to reply, and stated 
that the conclusion reached by Mr. 
Paulson was not justified by the facts. 
When he was questioned touching his 
qualifications to act as a juror, before 
the trial, he answered them truly, and 
he had no knowledge of the case, If, 
however, he had reached the conclusion 
that the officers were impelled by mo- 
tives of revenge and spite to hunt up 
evidence against the defendant it was 
during thetrialand not before. He had 
simply refused to vote against a man 
whom he thought was being persecuted. 

B. F. Badger. the other dissenting ju- 
ror, stated that, in his opinion, the evi- 
dence was insufficient, as there had been 
perjury on both sides. He considered 
the remarks of Mr. Paulson anything 
but gentlemanly and uncalled 
for. 

O. G. Wevyse again arose and pro- 
ceeded ‘to enlighten the Court on Mr. 
Paulson’s ideas about the conduct of 
Jesse Hardesty, Esq., one of the defend- 
ant’s counsel, but Judge McKinley re- 


fused to hear any more, and the Jurors 


were discharged. . 


‘Juror Paulson and the two dissenters. 


almost came to blows in the hallway 
outside the courtroom, as the former 
resented the remarks of the latter, but 
through the timely intervention of the 
other jurors a row was prevented. 

THE SUNDAY-CLOSING ORDINANCE. 

Judge Smith yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case appealed by H 
Clary from the Police Court, in which 
defendant was convicted of violating 
the ‘Sunday-closing’’ ordinance, deny- 
ing a new trial and affirming the : udg- 
ment of the lower court. In his opinion 
filed therein Jndge Smith said: 

The contention is, first, that the com. 
plaint does not conform to sections 950 and 
952 of the Penal Code in this: That it does 
not set forth the acts constituting the of- 
fense in such manner as to enable defend- 
ant to understand what is intended. 

It charges defendant by the name of Pe. 
ter Roe with selling malt liquor, to-wit, 
beer to one J. A. Deitwig in a certain drink. 
ing place on North Main street in this city 
known as the ‘Little Palace,’ between the 
hours of 12 o'clock midnight on 
October 10, 1891, and 12 o'clock midnight 
of the Sunday following, to-wit, Oct 
11,1891, he being then and there the 
owner of ‘said drinking place. 

The contention isthatthe name of de 
fendant and of his saloon are incorrect, and 
thatthe ordinanceis not set out or referred 
tointhe complaint, and that these are 
necessary to properly inform defendant of 
the nature of the offense. Section 959 of 
the Penal Code disposed of the two first ob- 
jections 
charter disposed of the last. ‘ 

Itisurged with great earnestness that 
the proof is insufficient to support the 
judgment, but the rule is well settled that 
when the evidence is conflicting and there 
is any evidence to support the verdict the 
appellate court will not disturb the same. 
(People vs. Wilson, 66 Cal., 370.) ‘ 

It is urged that the little room in which 
the drinking took place was no part of the 
saloon nor drinking piace. 

It appears from the evidence that the 
place where the liquor in question was sold 
and drank was a little room partitioned off 
from the main bar-room, opening by win- 
dow out on the street, and used as a cigar 
stand, and also as the private office of the 
defendant, and that the only means of 
ingress or egress to this little room was a 
door opening from the bar-room, and the 
question is, was this within the limits of 
the saloon or drinking place kept by de- 
tendant. 

If the law could be evaded oy 60 conve- 
nient a method as this it would be of no 
practical value. Itisamere shift or de. 
vice, and has noteventhe merit of being 
ingenious, 

As to the constitutional right of the city 
to pass this ordinance, it comes within the 
police powers of the city, and there can be 
no doubt of their power to pass the ordi- 
nance in question. 

NO CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 

Yesterday morning Judge Smith an- 
nounced his decision in the case of the 
people vs. J. F. Lotspeich, which was 
appealed from the Township Court re- 
cently, reversing the judgment and or- 
dering the case dismissed. - 

‘Defendant was arrested and tried 
before a justice of the peace fora vio- 


lation of section 624 of the Penal Code,. 


which proyides every person who wil- 
fully breaks, digs up, obstructs or in- 
jures any pipe.or main for conducting 
gas or water. or any works erected for 
supplying buildings with gas or water, 
orany appurtenances or appendages 
therewith connected, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.”’ 

It seems from the evidence that the 
Citizens’ Water Company, of this city. 
placed a meter on the premises of Miles 
Dodd, Jr., situated outside the city lim- 
its; that Dodd refused to pay the meter 
rates and tendered to the company the 
rates generally paidin that neighbor- 
hood. The company refused to accept 
the same and shut off the water from 
Dodd’s premises; whereat’ he turned it 
on, when defendant. Lotspeich, by or- 
der of said company, disconnected the 
water pipe at the main, thus cutting off 
the water supply. 

Judge Smith held that as the element 
of malice was lacking there was no 
crime. Indeed, it lacks every element 
of-crime, so that the judgment of ete

ASSAULT TO MURDER TRIAL.” 

In Department One yesterday the 
trial of the case against Will F. Steack, 
charged with having assaulted Constable 
J. H. Kerns at San Fernando, at' the 
Little Tejunga Cajon on September 24 
last, with intent to commit murder, 
was commenced before Judge Smith and 
a jury consisting of James Baldridge, J. 
F. Brauch, W. Caruthers, James Cum- 
mings. L. B. de Camp, J. M. Houser, S. 
K. Jones, R. B. Lovell, G. H. Pike, H. J. 
Pinney, James Settright and John 
Webber. 

Assistant District Attorney McComas 
and H. H. Appel, Esq., appeared to 
prosecute the case, while the defendant 
was represented by Messrs. Shinn and 
Ling. 

The complainant, Constable Kerns of 
San Fernando, alleged that on the date 
above mentioned he started out in his 
buggy to serve a warrant upon O. D. 
Buck, a resident of the Little Tejunga 
Cafion, and called upon John Comstock 
to accompany him. The latter did so 
upon horseback, riding on Kerns's left 
side and about three feet distant from 
the vehicle. Upon their arrival 
Buck’s house they found Steack in front 
of the building, unhitching a team from 
a wagon, but when the visitors rode up 
he dropped the neckyoke and ran into 
the house, returning to the porch almost 
immediately with a Winchester riile, 
which he deliberately raised to his 
shoulder and fired at the two men. who 
had halted at a distance of eighty 


yards or s0 the _ house, 
The bullet, .fortunately, passed be- 
tween Kerns and Comstock ; but 


Steack attempted to ‘‘pump’’ another 
load into, the chamber of his weapon. 
The empty cartridge had jammed in 
the breech, however, after its dis- 
charge, and as Steack was handling the 
lever Buck rushed out and said some- 
thing to the effect that he had better 
bé careful, as one of the visitors was 
Constable . Kerns of .San Fernando. 
Steack replied that he did not give a 
d—n who it was, the s—~ of a b—— had 
come. there to take his property away. 
He continued to handle the lever of the 
rifle, meantime, but Buck grabbed it. 
At this juncture Kerns expressed his sur- 
prise at Steack’s action and told him 
thatif he would come down to the buggy 
he (Kerns) would show him his business. 
Steack advanced, rifle in hand, toward 
Kerns, who noiselessly drew a double 
barreled shotgun from the bottom of 
his buggy and covering Steack with the 
weapon warned him to drop his rifle, at 
the same time threatening to blow the 
top of his d———d head off unless he com- 
plied,.Steack laid the rifle down, 
wherespon Comstock dismounted and 
picked it up. Steack and Buck were 
then both arrested and taken to San 
Fernando. 

The defense claims that Comstock had 
threatened to take Steack’s land from 
him, “if he had to kill him first,” and 
that whenhe and Kerns rode up to 
Buck’s house Steack 
house for his rifle with the view of pro- 
tecting himself only, and that the 
weapon was discharged accidentally. 

Kerns and Comstock were the only 
witnesses called by the prosecution, 
which, at the close of their testimony 
rested its case, but the defense called 
P. E. King, E. L, Brown and O. D. 
Buck, and would probably have called 
several others had not court adjourned 
for the day at 4:30 o'clock, when the 
case was continued until morn- 

ing.

The ends are then gathered together in 
a tiny ruche and tied about with daisy 
ribbon. <A bit of bolting cloth may be 
painted with a winsome face or holly 
berries, or letting in the words, ‘‘The 
Time I Hold,” or, ‘*‘All Ends in Smoke,”’’ 
and delicately pasted on the front.

EXMIBITION OF PICTURES. 

Mrs. L. E. Garden-Macleod, principal | 
of the Los Angeles School of Art and 
Design, has placed on exhibitton in 
Kugemann & Lichtenberger’s art gal-~ 
lery a collection of over forty oil, 
water color and monochrome pictures. 
This exhibit is free to all and the paint- 
ings are well worth studying, embrac- 
ing scenes from Scotland, England, 
Austria and Wales, beside California 
sketches. In oils, some of the most ef- 
fective paintings are a view of the 
Scottish heather hills; the sea gulls’ 
haunt, showing a bit of rugged Lyn- 
mouth coast with the breakers dashing 
against the rocks and the long-winged 
gulls wheeling above. Of California 
scenes, the giant grapevine attracts 
immediate attention. -Under the shade 
of a gigantic centenarian vine, forming 
an immense arbor to the quaint old Mex- 
ican hotel of San Gabriel, sits the pro- 
prietress, fingering a guitar, while an 
old Mexican woman leans forward, in- 

tently listening. A Mexican girl, wash- 
ing within the arbor, pauses to catch 
the strains of music, and from the right 
approachesa tottering old man witha 
daily supply of eggs in a handkerchief. 
Each figure tells what is its part of the 
story, the old Mexican building depicts 
past history, the gigantic vine recalls 
the days of the mission fathers, the in- 
tense sunlight penetrating every aper- 
ature in the vine and showing distinctly 
its immensity and richness of verdure, 
make up the whole story. 

The Castilian girl’s head is the oppo- 
site of the old Mexican, serving to 
show the scope of the artist in depict- 
ing an aged copper-colored Mexican or 
the beautiful pink flesh tones of the 
y oung Castilian. 

The view from Garfield's monument 
in Cleveland, O., with the thermometer 
at 10° below zero, makes one shiver. 
The snow-clad landscape in the fore- 
ground, the tall chimneys beyond, 
belching forth smoke indicative of the 
furnace fires within, the frozen lake 
beyond and over all the cold, gray sky, 
show that Jack Frost has the country 
firmly in his icy clutches.

__ AFRAID OF COMPETITION. ~ 


Why Transcontinental Roads Oppose the 
Nicaragua Canal. 
[Chicago Tribune. ] 

Mr. Creed Haymond of California was 
in the city Sunday, and in conversation 
with a repotter expressed the following 
sentiments regarding the Nicaragua 
Canal: 

“If the Nicaragua Canal is ever com- 
pleted Chicago is going to lose a large 
share of its present trade with Wash- 
ington and Oregon, and nearly all the 
trade with Cailfornia, Nevada, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Texas and old Mexico. 
Where will that trade goto? To New 
York. If the Nicaragua Canal is com- 
pleted it will place New. York within 
1000 miles, say, of San Francisco, 
counting on a basis of freight charges. 
New York would put ona line of steam- 
ers to San Francisco which could catry 
freight through the canal. What does 
the trade with the South American re- 
publics amount to when compared with 
the great Southwest and the Pacific 
Coast?”’ 

These are strange rémarks to come 
from a Californian, for naturally every 
resident of the west Coast should be in 
favor of the prompt construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal. It would increase 
the trade of that section and in case of 
war would enable the Natten to defend 
it more easily. But when it is stated 
that Mr. Haymond is the attorney for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad it is easy 
tounderstand why he should seek to 
prejudice Chicagoans against a great 
national work. The proposed canal 
would form a new trade route which 
would be a powerful competitor of the. 
Southern and other Pacific railways if 
they attemptedto force their freight 
rates up beyond a certain point. 

The business men» of Chicago have 
not the least fear of losing their trade 
with Washington, Oregon, California 
or New or Old Mexico by reason of the 
construction of the canal.* Certain 
classes of freight will go that way and 
naturally the steamers carrying them 
will in many cases keep on to New York 
or willcrossthe Atlantic. The lighter 
and more valuable freights, and those 
whose speedy delivery is desirable, 
will be carried by rail as they are now. 
It is safetosay that the West Coast 
trade of this city will be benefited 
rather than harmed by the construction 
of the canal. The greater prosperity 


of the Pacific States caused by it will 


enable them to do more business with 
Chicago than at present. 
Mr. Haymond asserts that with the 


canal in operation New York goods will | 


be sent by water to San Francisco and 
undersell Chicago goods 1000 miles 
east of that city. That can happen 
only by the Pacific roads charging 
freight rates far in excess of what'théy 
should. They have tried that game in 
the past. If they attempt it again they 
will find that there are means of re 
lating them which will be renorter to 
with great promptness. 


The people of the Mississippi Valley 
are for the Nicaragua ,Canal because 
they believe it will benefit not merely. 
the country as a whole, but that part in 
which they live, and they cannot ‘be 
talked out of that belief, least of all by 
the representative of Pacific road. 
They have had some experience. with 
those corporations and have reached 
the conclusion that whatever they op- 
pose should be done and whatever they: 
favor should not be done.

owners of hill property are atill pushing in 
the way of improvements on the west side 
of the hills. Consider the number of miles 
of graded streets, fine residences, school. 
houses, parks, finest views in all the city, 
and the only safe way to get there is bya 
circuitous route six squares to the south! 

A gentiemen, acivilenzineer of ability, 
said to make the cut would leave a big scar 
and necessitate retaining walls 150 feet 
high. That need not be the case because if 


.the cut is made according to the Mayor's 


suggestion (one in ten) the ‘“horseback’’ 
can be quickly raised to conform to grade 
of street and the dirt carted to an unsightly 

ravine within two blocks and thus the ‘con. 
tour of the hills’ would be preserved, and 
valuable building sites made available, 
The hitl should be terraced, or, have a 
sloping grade from the beautiful Bradbury 
mansion to First street cut. so as to con- 
form somewhat with the trend or grade of 
Olive and Hiil streets. 

The opening of the street is a positive 
mecessity to the dwellers on the hills, but I 
venture to say business property on First 
from Spring to Hill streets has suffered far 
more than hill property for the lack of this 
improvement. 

The only obstruction to the opening is in 
one block—from Hill to Olive streets. 

The building of the electric road from 
Olive to Bonnie Brae streets has practically 
established the grade on First street be- 
tween these two streets, and *now it only 
remains ‘for the people on the street to rise 
up and say, in the immortal words ef Gen. 
“By the eternal,” this street shall 

be opened and graded into the city and out 
to the suburbs of Cahuenga.

Some Inside Political Facts About | t 
the Man from Maine. 


How the Nomination of Gen. Harrison 
Was Brought About—Blaine Not 
a Candidate fot the 
Presidency. 


(Reprinted from Tre Times of June 23, 1891.) 

. . + Inghe campaign of 1880, up 
to the conv ention, ] was near enough to 
him [Blaine] to know his. opinions re- 
garding the leading political ques- 
tions, in I knew 
‘them still better. I think I can 
claim that Col. Merriam of Spring- 
field, Iil., and myself did more than all 
other mento make the ticket of that 
year, that is, in directing public opin- 
ion to it. I visited’ Gen. Logan at his 
home in Washington in March of that 
year, and by the aid of Col. Merriam’s 
- letters obtained from the General his 
consent to go on the ticket with Mr. 
Blaine.’ I acted without authority 
from Mr." Blaine, the suggestion com- 
ing from Col. Merriam and David T. 
Littler. both of whom are living and 
can coniirm this statement. I now 
have Col. Merriam's letters to me on 
this subject. At that time, March. 
1884, Mr. Blaine did not. believe that 
he could be elected. I printed this 
statement in the Cincinnati Enquirer 
inthe form of an interview with him. 
The date of my letter was about the 
17th of March of that year. 

The election gave the Presidency to 
Mr. Cleveland, though every manin the 
United States knows that with an hon- 
est count of the whole vote Mr, Blaine 
would have had the office. As it was 
he lacked only 560 votes of being Pres- 
ident, out of a total of 10,000,000 
votes, 

In thelatter part of 1885 or the 
early part of 1886 I met Mr. Blaine 
and asked him if he would be a candi- 
date in 1888. He said he would not, 
and said it in such a way that I knew 
h ant just what he said. During 
talk he said: 

“J think Harrison of Indiana would be 
an available man, and would make a 
- good Presideht. Whatdo you think of 
him?’’ 

Il answered that I thought Gen. Har- 
rison was a good country lawyer—an 
honest man who believed that he was 
born to be President—and who, if 
elected to the office, would leave it 
without any scandal affecting his integ- 
rity, but that he was not a great man. 
Mr. Blaine then said that he had but 
one public ambition, and that was to 
fill out the term of his office of Secre- 
tary of State, from which he had been 
removed by President Arthur. As we 

parted, he asked me to thinkover the 
matter of Harrison dsacandidate and 
write him after my return to California. 
In May, 1886, I wrote him at consider- 
able length, and pointed out that the 
- Blaine men controlled the machinery of 
the Republican party, and that I be 
lieved that they would be willing to nom- 
inate Gen. Harrison upon his-promise 
that, if elected, he would give the State 
Department to Mr. Blaine, I sent a 
copy of this to Gen. Harrison, and have 
his reply to it, as well as several letters 
written by him upon the same subject 
during 1886. In November of that 
year 1 received a letter from Gen. Har- 
rison which very strongly indorsed my 
view of the situation. This letter I de- 
livered to Mr. Stephen B. Elkins, who 
submitted it to Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid. That letter deter- 
mined the action of friends of Mr. 
Blaine to give their influence in the 
convention of 1888 to Gen. Harrison. 

In March, 1888, 1 visited New York 

apon the invitation of Mr. Elkins, to 
discuss the question of supporting Har- 
rison inthe convention. Quite a num- 
ber of persons were invited by Mr. El- 
kins to meet him in New York on the 
idth of March, but the great blizzqrd. 
prevented many of them reaching there. 
At thattime public sentiment onthe 
tariff bad updergone very de- 
cided change since 1884, and _ it 
seemed to me that Gen. Gresham 
was more in harmony with Mr. 
Blaine’s reciprocity tariff views than 
was Gen. Harrison, and that Gresham 
would be the easier man to elect. On 
my way to New York I visited Gen. 
Gresham in Chicago, and, to my sur- 
prise, he refused to talk seriously about 
the matter. He insisted that the party 
wanted Blaine, and that any man who 
ran against him for the nomination 
would be defeated. In fact he seemed 
to be more of a Blaine man than I was. 
I told him that the friends of Mr. Blaine 
only wanted him in the State Depart- 
ment, but he cut me off with the remark 
that he would not discuss the matter 

from any point of view. ~ 

Upon reaching New York I haa sev- 
eral interviews with Mr. Elkins and 
Hon. John C. New, who was there as 
the representative of Gen. Harrison. 
The latter freely admitted that the 
friends of Blaine would control the nom- 
ination, and he did not hesitate to 
pledge his man to give the State De- 
partment to Mr. Blaine in case of his 
election. Mr. J. N. Huston, chairman 
ofthe Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, reached New York before a 
conclusion was finally reached. At all 
of the conferences I urged Gresham— 
always stating that he was nota candi- 
date, but that if nominated and elected 

he could not overluok so important a 
person as Mr. Blaine, 

Before I left New York Hon. John 
Sherman arrived at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, and 1 had quite a talk on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Elkins also saw him, and to 
both of us he said he would be a candi- 
date if Mr. Blaine was not. On that 
afternoon Mr. Elkins informed me that 
the Blaine people would favor the nom- 
ination of Harrison. He also advised 
Mr. New to the same effect. The deci- 
sion was due almost entirely to the ef- 
forts of Mr. Elkins. Nearly all of the 
Yrepresentative, Blaine men who went 
to New York, as well as those who lived 
there, were not in favor of Harrison, 
‘and some of them—whose names I with- 
hold—refused to aid him unless he gave 
a direct promise to Mr. Elkins that 
Blaine should have the State Depart- 
ment. This promise Mr. Elkins promised 
to have before the convention assembled, 
and I have reason to believe that he re- 
ceived it when he visited Harrison at 
Indianapolis two months later. 

On the 20th of December following 
Mr. Elkins wrote mé that’ Harrison had 
not yet tendered the State Department 
to Blaine, ‘and asked me to write the 
President-elect upon the subject, which 
Idid. When I decided to print. the 
whole correspondence—all of which I 


have, except one letter—the reason | 


will be quite clear why Mr. Elkins 
asked me to w ryte to Mr. Harrison. 
What I have written is merely intro- 
ductory to the expression of my opinion 
that Mr. Blaine is hot a candidate for 
the nomination in 1892. lam confi- 
dent that he would not allow his 


friends to make a Strnoggle in the econ-| 
vention for h®n, and that he wouid | 


not accept the nomination unless it 
Was practically the unanimous desire 
of the party expressed in convention. 
Iam sure that he does not believe that 
it willcome to him in that way, and 
that therefore he is not in any sense, 
directly or indirectly, a candidate: and 
that no man has any authority from 
him to say that be is: that bis 


friends—and they are a large majority 
in the party—want him to be the candi- | 


date, and that he cannot prevent their 
talking and working with that end in 
view. Mr. Blaine belongs to the Amer- 
ican people, and while he is in health 
he cannot close the mouths of his 
friends, even though their good words 
annoy him mere than the attacks of his 
enemies.

Coroner Weldon got track of a singu-

The Coroner will hold an inquest 
this morning at the residence, when a 
full investigation will be gone into, and 
Dr. Reed will be called on to explain 
his conduct. 

As near as can be learned the facts 
surrounding the case are about as fol- 
lows: 

Old man Emerson keeps a little fruit 
stand on thecorner of Vermont avenue 
and Washington street and lives in the 
rear of the store, At about 6 o’clock 
yesterday the old man started to drive 
down town. He loaded his light wagon 
up with fruit in boxes, and drove to the 
corner of Bonsallo avenue and Wash- 
ington street, when it is supposed his 
horse became frightened at an electric 
car and started to run. 

The old man was thrown violently 
the ground, and when he was picke “ 
by some car men who rushed to: his 
assistance they found him unconscious 
from an ugly wound on the head, Dr. 
Reed was called in as soon as he could 
be taken home and everything possible 
was done to save his life, but he died 
about four hours after the accident—his 
two daughters being present. .....

Deceased was 67 years . old and a 
native of England. He hasa family.

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FAKES AND FAKIRS. 


Some of the Old Schemes Which 
are Being Revived. 


The Prominent Citizen Write-up and the 
Boom Pamphlet—The Syndicate 
Letter Fraud — Extra 
Editions, 


Fakirs are again at work among us. 
On the eve of renewed prosperity these 
fellows spring up as plentiful as frogs 
after a heavy rain. 

One fakir is attempting to work up the 
old scheme of writing up the prominent 
citizens of the town at a certain figure 
for prominent citizens—to be paid for in 
advance. 
izen would have to take the high 
chances of the threatened book ever ap- 

pearing. 3 
| 
title page of a so-called book on South- 
ern California, in which he proposes to 
write up various interests, provided the 
party pays for a specified number of 


copies of the’ book. About five years 


ago this fellow was the head-center of 


a firm which undertook to float 
a large ranch upon mar- 
ket. The syndicate ‘‘busted’’ before 


the boom did and a wail went up from 
the country press over unpaid advertis- 
ing bills. A slightly esteemed local 
contemporary was ‘‘done up’’ to the 
“tine of about $100. 

A correspondent has made a proposi- 
tion to the new Bureau of Information 
that he would write one letter a week 
to a syndicate of 150 newspapers, pro- 
vided he was paid $1000 a year. 

There is no newspaper man in this 
city representing a syndicate of 150 
newspapers, and if-there was. he could 
not carry out such a proposition, and 
he knows that he could not. Newspa- 
per men who are familiar with the man- 
agement of syndicates know that full 
well. Anybody can write a letter, ora 
descriptive article to one of the Eastern 
syndicates, and if the article is ac- 
‘cepted the syndicate will be paid for it. 
The average rate is about $8 per col- 
umn. These syndicates have from 100 
to 500 or more newspapers to whom 
they supply matter weekly in printed 
proof sheets. If any writer for a syndi- 
cate should so color his article as to 
make it Tit that it is written in any 
particular interest, or as a partial ad- 
vertisement, such an article would be 
rejected by the syndicate, and the 
writer would be notified that future ar- 
ticles of that nature would be “‘unavail- 
able.’’ Soa contract to write such ar- 
ticles would not last very long. 

On the other hand—and there is al- 
ways another hand—if a syndicate were 
to enter into partnership | with 
a writer for such articles’ the 
scheme would still be not feasible. 
For, behind the syndicate and the let- 
ter writer, there stands, or sits, the edi- 
tor with that Awful Blue Pencil. 
While the newspaper pays the syndi- 
cate for one article per week the news- 
paper is not compelled to print it, and 
the newspapers would soon refuse to 
further receive matter from the syndi- 
cate. 

In either event, the scheme is not 
feasible, and looks like what newspaper 
men call a ‘‘fake.”’ 

During the ‘‘boom’’ these newspaper 
‘‘boomers’’ were as plentiful as fleas in 
Guaymas, and the various towns and 
settlements were taught a lesson which 
their people will not soon forget. They 
subscribed $500 and $1000, and more, 
for ‘‘special write-ups’’—an odious 
word, at best—with a specified number 
of copies of the ‘‘boom edition.’’ Their 
advertisements were inserted in just 
the number of copies that they paid for, 
and no more. In the courthouses and 
real estate offices of the counties that 
were visited by these boomers there 
can yet be found stacks of these boom 
papers, for which the Supervisors fool- 
ishly appropriated the people’s money. 

These ‘‘extra editions’’ are frauds. 
A San Francisco paper or an Eastern 
paper will send down a boomer to write 
up this country by sections* He re- 
ceives perhaps $500 or $1000 for a 
page of specially prepared matter. 
After the,regular edition of the paper 
is printed, this write-up matter is in- 
serted, and the number of copies paid 
for is printed and sent to the parties 
‘‘boomed.’’ This and nothing more. 

The newspaper printed in the city or 
town is the best reflex of that section 
of country. The advertisements~ and 
the local news show the business and 
the life of that particular community, 
which it upholds through adversity as 
well as in prosperity. The local tlews- 
paper is interested in the prosperity of 
the city or town in which it is printed. 
The ‘‘boomer”’ is interested only to the 
extent of the amount he can swindle 
the people out of. 

From now on, the crop will be plenti- 
ful, unless they are choked off. 3 

If our Chamber of Commerce is. wise 
it will ‘‘stand from under.”’

SUMMARY. 


Graves of Uia riine Indians. 


Among the curious things of this coast 
is a strange Indian graveyard near Sequim 
bay, about a mite from Port Williams, 
where the: remaias of fully 500 children of 
the forest have been left to the mercy of 
the buzzards. The graveyard is on a sand 
spit on the beach, and the waves have 
washed the shores and swept the loose 
sand away, leavifig the bones exposed. 

Some of the were buried in bas. 
kets, some in lloxes and some were wrap- 
ped in blankets and laid to rest in the hol- 
low of stuntps. Others were buried be- 
neath the massive roots of some of the tall 
evergreens that grow on the beach. A 
number of little houses abont the size of 
chicken coops were erected to mark the 
last resting places of the chiefs and great 
men of the tribes. The bodies of the chiefs 
were carefully tied in baskets with ropes 
and strands and plageed in these little 
houses or shacks. Amom the curious 
skeletons found was one of adwarf only 
thirty inches loug, with a skull eighteen 
inches through. were other dwarfs 
|} among the dead, but none so short as this 
man with a heatl large enough for a giant. 

This graveyard donbtless has great his- 
torical interest, but none ofthe old settlers 
who have beon questioned can give any ac 
count of it or had ever heard of it before,— 
Spokane Leader.

Thank heaven there are not many 
more such plays! It wastiresome and 
slow to a painful degree. It is said Boston, 
or a certain clique of literary censors, 
praise it highly. They are weicome to it. 
Thatit is realisticis true, if plain, coarse 
language, blasphemy, discussions of seduc- 
tion, childbirth and malpractice can make 
it so. The principal male character is 
seemingly a pretty decent kind of fellow, 
but in reality is a scoundrel, a liar, a cow- 
ard anda poltroon. His sins and the ef- 
fects of his sins are painted insuch highly. 
colored language and insuch plain terms 
that no self-respecting young Woman could 
listen to it without a blush. 

It is said the play points a moral as well 
as teaches a great lesson. It does, no 
doubt, but we do not want such lessons 
preached from the stage in such coarseness 
as was done yesterday afternoon in Palm. 
Betrayal, treachery and lying, or the ex- 

hibition of their effect, are the principal 

elementsin this drama of American life, 
which by acertain set it is claimed will 
produce a.revolution in stage productions.

moralor adorn atale. This is.what was in- 

dulged in yesterday at Palmer's and lis- 
tened to by nearly a theaterful of people, 
made up largely of women. 

It was thought when we got to the saw- 
mill, the tank, the real burglar, safe opener 
and prize fighter we had reached the limit 
of realism. That was a mistake. We 
may be led a step beyond. We had an ex. 
hibition yesterday of a woman ready almost 
to lay bare her breast to give suckle to the 
child of the woman her husband seduced, 
while the mother of the babe lay dead in an 
adjoining room. This, it is claimed, is 
realism, but do we want this kind of real- 
ism on the stage? A certain Boston set, it 
is said, went wild over the play and were 
loud in its praise. Be that as it may, there 
is one thing tolerably certain—New York 
theater-goers will not have it. 

There was not a scene in the play vester. 
day in which the Almighty's name was not 
unnecessarily employed repeatedly and on 
the slightest provocation. There was no 
more heed paid to the command, ‘Thou shalt 
not take the name of thy Lord thy God in 
vain’’ than if the injunction had never had 
anexistence. It may seem squeamish to 
object to this kind of thing, but there are 
theater-goers,and alarge body of them, 
too, who object to God’s name being used 
atevery possible chance to give strength 
to the utterance.of a sentence on the stage, 
and that objection has arightto claim re. 
spect.

LAY SERMONS. 


Christianity is not merely, as some 
suppose, a certain definable condition 
of feeling, a fixed attitude of faith, but 
it is life, a life that implies action and 
which holds and embodies the mightiest 
forces of the universe. 

The Christian’s life is illimitable in 
its correspondences. His regenerate 
nature, with all its higher faculties, is 
in close correspondence with the In- 
finite. His life becomes fuller and his 
gladness richer as it is brought into 
wider correspondence with the Heav- 
enly Father. This correspondence we 
call communion with God, or sometimes 
it is spoken of as faith or love which 
goes out from the human heart toward 
the Divine. 

But “faith without works is dead.”’ 
And it is just here that the Christian 
scientist makes his mistake, Faith and 
prayer he expects to do the work that 
God intended to be accomplished, or 
hoped, through human instrumentali- 
ties. Prayer is a good thing and is essen- 
tial to Christian growth—it is the vital 
breath of Christian life—but if the 
intelligent Christian has a very sick 
friend he wili-supplement his. progress 
with the best medical skill to be ob- 
tained, and ~théii when he has done 
his part, used the means which God has 
provided for healing and asked the 
blessing of God upon their use, he may 
wait with some degree of confidence for 
the answer to his petitions.
